Area Timex Users Group. They 
and their members provide much 
software and some hardware to 
Sinclair users at low cost. In 


particular K9WVY, Bob Swoger, 
has done lots of development work 
to improve one of the popular disk 
operating systems. See his 
address in the Vendor's article in 
this issue. 


It is becoming increasingly 
hard to find places to buy Sinclair 
products. That is why I include a 
Vendor's list in this issue. To give 
some indication of the age of this 
information I have added a date 
code to each entry. 


You do not need to know much 
about electronics to be a computer 
expert, although it sure helps. The 
truth of that statement is 
illustrated by the following quote 
from an article in the Computer 
Monthly. 


"Performance-wise modular 
systems are a shade slower 
because connectors create 
resistance in the flow of elecrical 
signals." I have yet to see a 
resistor slow down a signal. 


Speaking of Computer 
Monthly, they really have resized 
their magazine and eliminated 
most of the Classical computer 
columns including the one for 
Sinclair computers. They still 
have the classified ad catagories 
for our computer but the only ad I 
have seen there for months is the 
one for Update Magazine.
